G r ea t B r it a in is a p p a ren tly bitterly disappointed w ith the 
outcome of the Itusso-British trade agreement signed March 1C>, 
1921. 
No business of su b sta n tia l importance has resulted from 
ihe ag reem en t, while th e immediate prospects o f extending trade 
with Russia are looked upon in British trade circles as far from 
satisfactory. 
The main difficulty in reopening trade with Russia seems to 
be the opposition of the Soviet gofffri merit, to abandoning State 
control of Russia’s foreign trade. 
The Soviet, insists on acting as 
center for this trade, and the minimum share of the government 
in the Russian Bank for Foreign trade has been fixed at 51 per 
cent of the total capital. The collapse of the industrial government 
“trusts” organized with a view of substituting’ the government 
exploitation by a system of enterprises controlled by the State 
is deemed inevitable. 
It is alleged, also, that the Russian government has repeatedly 
violated many of tho terms of the trade agreement with Great 
Britain, and that during recent months the Benim; government has 
been exceedingly busy with Bolshevik propaganda in the territo­ 
ries controlled by Great Britain. 
But what dine was to have been 
expected from those who are directly responsible for the unre­ 
strained atrocities which have < Ii a Bacterized t'he Bolshevik reign 
of terror in poor, bleeding Russia? 
The situation in which Great Britain now finds itself with 
respect to the trade with Russia presents an opportunity to com­ 
pare British statesmanship with that of America under the guid­ 
ance of Harding and Hughes. 
Our Secretary of State, when ap­ 
proached by the Bourne government with a request for recogni­ 
tion by the United Stales, replied that “ production is conditioned 
upon the safety >f life, the recognition of firm guarantees of pri­ 
vate property, the sanctity of coni l a d and the rights of free 
labor,” and “ until this evidence is supplied this Government is 
ur. able to perceive that there is any proper basis for considering 
trade relations.,” 
Secretary Hughes turned down the Russian advances for the 
resumption of trade relations, desiring evidence from the Soviet 
that they would recognize the sanctity of contracts. 
The Soviet 
has not made good in its agreement with England; the American 
people think even less of the' Soviet government now than they 
did one year ago, and Secretary Hughes stands thoroughly vindi­ 
cated.
